CHAPTER 1. 

[Published January 20, 1862:] 

AN ACT to amend an act entitled "an act authorizin g  the county 
of Brown to aid in the construction of the Green Bay and Madi-
son railroad." 

The people of ai state of Wiseonsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. Chapter 130 of the general laws of Se"  "leaded" 

1860, entitled "an act authorizing the county of Brown 
to aid in the construction of the Green Bay and Madi-
son railroad," is herby amended by striking out the 
word "definite," in the fifth line of section six. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in foree 
from and, after its passage.
